'Y\w\vd\}\)y  hxnnvnvo,  vi.utnallj/  exerted  in  their  slight  association  in  the  recita- 
tion room,  at  the  table,  and  in  the  public  exercises  of  tlie  clinpel,  is  to  be  seen  in 
the  cultivation  of  a  clieerful  and  animated  disposition,  in  tlK^  formation  of  good 
habits  and  manners,  in  ardent  devotion  to  study,  and  in  tin;  attainment  of  high 
moral  character.  These;,  with  many  other  valuable  results,  have  established  the 
fact  that  the  best  plan  for  a  school  is,  according  to  the  evident  design  of  Provi- 
dence in  the  constitution  of  society,  on  the  basis  of  a  well  regulated  Christian 
family. 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  Ruildings  will  accommodate  (two  in  a  room)  over  two  hundred  Students. 
'I'liey  are  brick,  iieated  by  furna(M's  in  tlie  cellar,  and  supplied  with  water,  ^riie 
rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated.  \n  the  entire  arrangement  of  tin;  buildings 
great  cart;  lias  lieen  taken  fertile  comfort  and  health  of  tin;  occupants.  TIk; 
grounds  contain  about,  live  acres,  alTording  sulticlent  room  for  exercise  and  jilay.

APPARATUS. 

The  Seminary  is  furnished  with  a  collection  of  apparatus,  tog-ether  rrith  full 
sets  of  Globes,  Maps  and  Charts,  and  a  Cabinet  of  Minerals,  thus  affording-  facility 
for  illustration  and  experiment. 

DISCIPLINP]. 

The  discipline  is  firm,  but  mild  and  Impartial.  While  every  encouragement 
will  be  given  to  the  orderly  and  studious,  and  due  allowance  be  made  for  youthful 
indiscretion,  yet  the  lawless  and  refractory  cannot  long  remain  among  us. 

RELIGIOUS   SERVICES. 

Every  Student  is  required  to  attend  religious  services  daily,  as  well  as  public 
^vorship,  morning  and  evening,  every  Sabbath,  at  fiuch  place  an  parenU  or  guardians 
inap  designate,  the  President  assenting. 

N.  B.— Each  Student  must  be  supplied  witli  a  Bible,  to  be  read  loithout  7iote  or 
sectarian  covintent,  in  the  services  of  the  Chapel.    The  wTiole  school  read  in  concert. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

Besides  the  regular  w^eekly  exercises  in  Composition  and  Declamation,  there 
are  three  flourishing  Literary  Societies  in  the  Institution  :  the  "  Belles  Lettres," 
''(Jamma  Epsilon,''  and  "Tripartite  Union,'"  each  of  which  prepares  and  reads  to 
the  School  a  paper  once  a  month.  About  2,250  volumes  are  in  the  Societies' 
Libraries. 

MERIT   AND    DEMERIT. 

A  strict  w"(^ekly  record  is  kept  of  all  the  exercises  of  the  School,  from  which 
record  the  Students  will  be  graded. 

A  record  of  demerits  is  also  kept.  Tardiness,  unexcused  absences  from 
required  exercises,  and  all  disorderly  conduct,  w  ill  subject  the  Student  to  demerit 
marks.  Ten  such  marks  bring  a  private  reproof  before  the  Faculty;  twenty  a 
public  reprimand  before  the  w^iole  School ;  and  thirty  may  send  the  offender 
away.    Sessional  reports  are  sent  to  parents  when  requested. 

A  WORD  TO   PARENTS. 

1.  lI5r*Try  to  have  your  children  here  on  the  hrst  day  of  the  term,  hut  not 
he/ore,  as  we  will  not  be  ready  to  receive  them.  The  classes  are  on  the  second 
day  formed,  and  it  will  be  better  for  all  concerned  that  the  Student  starts  regu- 
larly witli  his  class. 

2.  If  possible  do  not  (^all  them  away  during  the  session.  Absence,  if  only 
for  a  few  days,  disarranges  the  class,  and  is  generally  the  beginning  of  irregu- 
larity on  the  part  of  the  scholar. 

li.  Do  not  allow  your  children  to  leave  the  scliool  before^  the  (examinations, 
unless  it  cannot  be  avoided.  Serious  inconvenience,  to  all  concerned,  often  arises 
from  a  ncg-lect  of  this  caution. 

4.  Supply  them  reri/  sjxinnglt/ with  spending  money.  J'arents  cannot  be  too 
cautious  on  this  point. 

5.  Select  for  your  child  one  of  the  Instructors,  as  a  patron,  to  distribute  his 
funds.  Inthlswa.ya  more  judicious  use  of  your  money  will  be  made,  and  your 
(^lild  will  be  kept  from  many  temptations.

5.  Must  not  visit  the  rooms  of  lioarders  witliout  permission.

1.  During-  the  hours  of  study  the  students  shall  not  be  unnecessarily  absent 
from  their  rooms. 

'i.  At  the  time  appointed  to  attend  pi-ayers,  recitation,  lecture,  or  other 
exercise,  each  student  shall  repair  quiet/ 1/  and  prompthj  to  the  place  desig-nated. 

H.  At  no  time  shall  any  student  loiter  in  the  halls  or  about  the  doors,  or  in- 
dulge in  jumping,  wrestling,  loud  talking,  whistling,  or  any  other  unnecessary 
noise,  or  soil  the  building  with  tobacco. 

4.  ^riie  students  shall  not  be  absent  from  their  rooms  at  night  after  the  hour 
of  study  indicated  by  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  nor  shall  they  attend  i)arties  or 
mixed  assemblies  Avithoul,  permission  from  the  Pn^sident;  nor  shall  they  at  any 
time  visit  taverns,  eating-houses,  or  other  places  of  pul)lic  resort,  or  on  any  occa- 
sion indulge  in  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

r,.  All  profane  and  indecent  language,  playing  at  games  of  chance,  injurin<'- 
the  property  of  the  Institution  or  of  citizens,  (piarreling,  fighting,  tbe  carrying 
of  fire-arms  or  other  dangerous  weapons,  are  st rictly  forbidden. 

i>.  No  student  shall  leave  tlie  limits  of  the  town  for  a  longer  tim<'  than  one 
hour  without  permission  from  tlie  Presid(uit. 

T.  Kacli  student  will  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  anv  damage  he  or  she 
may  cause  to  the  Seminary  property.  Danuiges  by  unknown  parties  mav  be 
assessed  on  tln^  school. 

s.  TheTeacliers  must,  at  all  times,  liave  access  to  the  students' rooms  and 
If  It  l>e  judged  necessary,  the  rooms  will  be  cleaned  at  the  expense 'of  the

20.  Permission  to  be  absent  from  any  exercise  must  be  obtained,  if  possible, 
before  the  absence  occurs. 

21.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  any  class  without  the  consent  of 
the  Faculty. 

22.  The  ladles  and  gentlemen  must  not  visit  each  others  apartments,  walk  or 
ride  together,  without  permission,  nor  converse  together  from  the  windows. 

23.  Students  from  the  neighborhood  will  not  be  permitted  to  visit  home  at 
such  times  as  will  interfere  with  the  regular  exercises  of  the  school. 

24.  Any  offending  student  may  be  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
offence,  by  private  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  dismission,  or  expulsion. 

25.  Students  dismissed  or  expelled  must  leave  the  premises  at  once. 

26.  None  but  students  can  attend  the  Society  meetings,  nor  shall  the  Socie- 
ties meet  together,  unless  by  express  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

27.  No  special  meeting  of  the  students  shall  be  held  at  any  time,  nor  shall 
any  meeting  of  the  students  or  Societies  continue  later  than  10:80  o'clock  r.  m., 
without  permission  of  the  President. 

28.  All  persons  visiting  students  in  the  Seminary  will  be  required  to  conform 
to  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  school,  and  in  case  they  remain 
longer  than  three  days  will  be  charged  for  boarding  at  the  published  rates. 

29.  Any  temporary  prudential  regulation,  for  the  government  of  the  school, 
that  the  Faculty  may  see  fit  to  adopt,  shall  be  equally  binding  with  these  By-
